In 1947 the American people spent the stupendous and 
unbelievable sum of nearly 9 billion dollars for beer, wine, 
whisky and other alcoholic concoctions,

Here is something else for you to 
mull over in your mind. While 
the rest of the nation as a whole 
drinks one gallon “of hard liquor 
per capita, in Washington, D. C., 
the Internal Revenue records 
show they drink an average of 
four gallons of hard liquor per 
person. 

Washington, D. C., is the nerve 
c@fiter of the world. America is 
the final hope of freedom and 
democracy. Our national decis- 
ions and policies will determine 
the futtire fate of civilization and 
the course of all humanity. And 
yet in our national Capitol, in 
these perilous times of confusion 
and anxiety, where we need the 
clearest brains, the  steadiest 


nerves, and the soberest thinking, 


we have four gallons of hard li- 
quor consumed per capita for an 
average of every one gallon of 
hard liquor consumed per capita 
over the rest of the nation. 

The wild parties and drinking 
sprees in Washington have given 
rise to the saying that there are 
three political parties in Wash- 
ington—the Republican Party, the 
Democratic Party, and the Cock- 
tail Party—and it is said to be 
more important which cocktail 
party you belong to than it is to 
which of the other two parties 
you belong to. 

Recent congressional investiga- 
tions, with their startling revela- 
tions of the part played by “Holly- 
wood beauties,” expensive enter- 
tainments, and lavish drinking, in 
obtaining fat war contracts, lu- 
crative jobs, and other financial 
deals, lend weight to the joke 


about the importance of belonging 
to the right cocktail party. 

No wonder we have had no end 
of blundering, quibbling, investi- 
gations, charges, countercharges, 
and political scheming on both the 
domestic and the foreign issues

of the day. “They also have erred 
through wine, and through strong 
drink are out of the way; they 
err in vision, they stumble _ in 
judgment” (Isa.

Home can be almost a hell on earth. The week before this was written, 


in Dallas, 


Texas, a man came to the home of his estranged wife with a shotgun. She pleaded i in vain 
for her life, then turned and ran, The full charge of shot hit her in the back and she fell, 
dead. Then the man put the muzzle of the gun to his mouth and blew away the whole side 
of his face and fell mortally wounded, was carried to the hospital and died without regain- 


ing consciousness, 


In our nation last year there 
were two-thirds as many divorces 
as there were marriage licenses. 
In two out of every three homes 
in the nation, marriage has failed. 
Dissension, jealousy, suspicion or 
even hate have turned the marital 
cup into gall and the air castle of 
love into ashes. Drinking, unfaith- 
fulness, brutality and desertion 
played their part in these home 
tragedies. And only God knows 
how many homes were miserable 
besides those dissolved in divorce. 
Some couples applied for divorces 
and did not get them, other homes 
are held together for the sake of 
children, and some wives endure 
their husbands for financial sup- 
port and some husbands keep their 
wives to avoid scandal. Certain 
it is that homes are not always 


happy homes. Homes can be 
failures, places where families 
endure but do not enjoy’ each 


other. Sometimes family ties are 
little more than a convenience. 
Often homes are little hells on 
earth. 


But home was not so intended./his wife. 


That proves, I think, that home can be almost a hell on earth. 


The good God who instituted mar- 
riage and the family, provided 
that homes should be a blessing 
and joy; a refuge of peace and 
happiness, a haven from trouble 


‘and strife and sorrow. God intend- 


ed that home should be “the 
dearest place on earth, the nearest 
place to Heaven.” 


The First Home in the Garden 
of Eden 


Little as we think about it, the 
institution of tKe home, marriage 
and family was meant for perfect 
people in a paradise of beauty! 
Home was intended to be the last 
step to perfect happiness in a 
lovely and sinless world. God 
made Adam, the first man, per- 
fect and holy, in His own image. 
And then, even in the Garden of 
Eden God said, “It is not good 
that the man should be alone; I will 
make him an help meet for him” 
(Gen. 2:18). So God made a

Thus God Himself in

The Christian Home Depends 
on a Christian Marriage 

Happiness in the home depends 
On having God there, and having 
the home honor Christ. Only 
where Christ is#Lord can happiness 
have full place. If we expect to 
have a little bit of Heaven in our 
home, then we must have Christ 
there and His will must be done. 
Sin brings trouble ang heartache. 
It always has, it always will. Sin 
broke up the Garden of Eden. Sin 
has brought death into the world. 
Every sickness, every failure, all 
the trouble and misunderstanding 
and heartbreak of the world has 
been brought in by sin. So the 
only way to have a really happy, 
blessed home is to have a Christian 
home, a home where the principals 
in the marriage are saved people 
putting Christ first. 

It is dangerous and foolish for 
a Christian to marry one who is 
not saved, 

Can Christ and Satan both be 
Lord in the same house? Can 
you mix Hell in with Heaven, and 
still make the home happy? Can 
one expect when a Christian mar- 
ries a child of Satan that their 
union, the most intimate of all 
human relationships, will be a 
happy one? No, no! The mar- 
riage of a Christian to an unsaved 
person is a sin against God and 
the certain result ig misery and 
unhappiness. 

I have often seen, as you have, 
the happy case where God has 
answered the tearful prayers of a 
wife for her unsaved husband, or 
of a husband for his unsaved wife. 
Sometimes after many years, 
prayer has been answered, and the 
loved one, married yearg ago in 
defiance of the plain command of 
God,. (a sinful. marriage it was) 
is saved. God's mercy is great. 
God is willing to forgive sin. Yet 
every pastor knows, every evan-

Many times such are never saved, 
or are saved after much suffering 
and trouble in the home, A Chris- 
tian, marrying an unbeliever, sins 
against Gog and makes sure of 
trouble, 

In I! Corinthians 6:14-18, God’s 
Word says; 

“Be ye not unequally yoked to- 


fellowship hath righteousness with 
unrighteousness? and what com- 
munion hath light with darkness? 
And what concord hath Christ with 
Belial? or what part hath he 
that believeth with an _ infidel? 
And what agreement hath the 
temple of God with idols? for ye 
are the temple of the living God; 
as God hath said, I will dwell in 
them, and walk in them; and I will 
be their God, and they shall be 
my people. Wherefore comé out 
from among. them, and be ye 
separate, saith the Lord, and touch 


receive you, And will be a Father 
unto you, and ye shall be my sons 
and daughters, saith the Lord 
Almighty.” 

Righteousness with unrighteous- 
ness is mismated. Light mated 
with darkness is sin. Christ does 
not have concord with Belial. He 
that believeth should not have 
part with an infidel (literally an 
unbeliever). The temple of God 
(the Christian’s body) is not at 
agreement with idols. Therefore 
the command. of Gog is, “Come 
out from among them, and be ye 
separate, saith the Lord, and 
touch not the unclean” (The word 
thing is not in the original. God 
does not mean an unclean thing, 
but an unclean person), “and I 
will receive you, And will be a 
Father unto you, and ye shall be 
my sons and daughters, saith the 
Lord Almighty.” 

If home is to be “the dearest 
place on earth, the nearest place 
to Heaven,” it must be a place 
where there is basic harmony be- 
tween husband and wife, harmony 
about the deepest things,’ the 
highest things, the noblest things. 
In other words, Christ must be 
ruler in both hearts or there can 
be no Heaven in the home. 

And let me say here that human 
love, however high and lofty it is, 
cannot guarantee happiness in the 
home. Here in America we are 
wont to think that love ig the 
sum of all that is necessary to 
make a marriage successful and 
happy. But it is not true. I have 
known cases, and you have too, 
where drunkenness, nagging and 
brutality, incompatability, dissen- 
sion and disagreement about the 
holiest things in life came in homes 
where love was truly present. An 
unsaved man’s love for his wife 
will not give him a good heart. 
An unsaved man’s love for his wife ' 
may not be able to conquer the 
demon of thirst for drink. An un- 
saved woman’s love for’ husband 
will not always make her willing 
to give up the habits and thoughts 
and plans of a lifetime. Human 
love is not sufficient to guarantee 
happiness in the home. 

Do you suppose that in two 
caseg out of three, of marriages 
that took place in America last 
year, there was no true love? But 
two-thirds of the marriages are 
ending with divorce. Two-thirds 
of those marriages, or more, will 
go on the rocks. That does not” 
mean that human love was not 
truly present. Men and women 
who could not live together in 
peace often have told me they still 
loved each other. It simply méans 
that there must be something be- 
yond carnal, human love, if happi- 
ness is to reign in the home. 

Human love cannot regenerate 
the human heart. Human love 
does not make one Christ-like. Sin 
abides in the heart that has only 
human love as a motive. And sin 
brings troubles anytime, anywhere 
it appears. Happiness, even in 
Heaven, would be spoiled if sin 
were admitted to work its havoc. 
So home can be happy in propor- 
tion as Christ is Lord and as both 
husband and wife put their de- 


trust Him and put Him first in. 


for a Christian to marry one who 
is unsaved. God plainly com- 
mands, “Be ye not unequally yoked 
together with unbelievers.” 

In Rhome, Texas, some years 
ago, I preached on this subject. 
The next day a little woman came 
to me and laughingly said, “I 
know what you preached about 
last night, even if I was not here, 
and I do not believe it!” 

“I think you surely must be mis- 
taken, If you know what iI 
preached, yOu would surely agree 
with it for it is in the Bible,” I said. 
‘Read this Scripture with me.” 

So I turned to II Corinthians 
6:14-18 and she read it over. Her 
face became grave, and before she 
read through the passage, tears 
flooded her eyes... Weeping, she 
turned to me and said, “I didn’t 
know it was in the Bible! I didn’t 
know it was there! Why didn’t 
some preacher tell me this fifteen 
years ago?” 

I knew what caused her tears 
and her broken heart. She had 
married an unsaved man. Her 
fourteen-year-old son, following in 
the footsteps of his wicked father, 
was now breaking her heart. Just 
a child he was, yet she could not 
get him to attend services, could 
not get him interested in the things 
ef God. He preferred to follow his 
father. She was reaping what she 
sowed. 

So I feel my responsibility to 
you young people. I beg you, do 
not, if you are a Christian, marry 
an unsaved person. To do so, you 
sin against God. To do so means 
certain trouble and heartache. No 
human quality of character can 
guarantee a happy home. Human 
love cannot bring happiness. Only 
the blessing of God can make the 
home happy. For your mate then, 
choose only one who knows the 
Lord Jesus and is willing to put 
Him first in heart and life. 

Solomon, the man greatly loved 
of God, and given wisdom as no 
other human being ever had, sinned 
in this matter. Nehemiah said, in 
rebuking Israelites who after their 
captivity had sinned by marrying 
into the heathen people, “Did not 
Solomon king of Israel sin by these 
things? yet among many nations 
was there no king like him, who 
was beloved of his God, and God 
made him king over all Israel: 
nevertheless even him did out- 
landish women cause to sin” (Neh. 
13:26)... Marriage with unsaved 
women caused even Solomon, the 
wisest man who ever lived, to sin. 
Such ungodly marriages bring the 
displeasure of God. They forfeit 
His blessings, many times, upon 
the home. 

If you have committed this sin, 
then beg God to forgive you. You 
cannot undo your marriage and 
you ought not. The Scripture 
plainly commanded in such places 
that, “If any brother hath a wife 
that believeth not, and she be 
pleased to dwell with him, let him 
not put her away” (I Cor. 7:12). 
Divorce is not the remedy for this 
wrong. Two wrongs do not make 
a right. Any marriage, recog- 
nized by men, is now binding in 
the sight of God. Your sin is of 
the past. All you can do now is 
to beg God to forgive you ang to 
undo, as far as possible, the wrong 
and harm that have been wrought 
by your sifi. 

But to you who have not yet 
committed this sin, I beg you, be- 
ware! Any person who marries 
one of the Devil's children is 
certain to have trouble with his 
father-in-law, Satan! No home 
can be happy until Christ is the 
Lord of the home, the King in the 
hearts of both man and woman. 
Success, and happiness, and peace 
in any other kind of a home is only 
relative, only a fraction of what 
it could be if Christ had His way 
in the hearts of both husband and 
wife. Some wife, perhaps, reads 
this message who has an unhappy 
home: your husband is unsaved, 
or less frequently, some husband 
will read it whose wife is unsaved. 
May I say to you kindly, you can 
never expect real spiritual happi- 
ness in your home without Christ 
in the hearts of those who make 
the home, 

If your loved one is unsaved, 
then today is the day to do your 
best. If possible, get that_husband 
or wife today to trust in Christ 
as Saviour. Make your home 
united around Jesus Christ. That 
is the only hope for happiness. Or 
if you who read this are unsaved, 


their lives. Therefore it is folly | you are the-fly in the ointment in 


your home. If you are unsaved 
in a home where others are Chris- 
tians, then you are the serpent in 
the Garden of Eden. “There is no 
peace, saith my God, to. the 
wicked” (Isa. 57:21). Your home 
cannot be fully happy without 
Christ. Turn to Christ today and 
make your home happy with His 
presence. 


Little Children Needed to 
Make a Happy Home 

In the Garden of Eden 
founded the first home. A happy 
paradise it was! There, we are 
told, “God blessed them, and God

multiply, and replenish the earth, 
and subdue it” (Gen. 1:28). Even 
if man had not sinned, God planned 
that the family should have chil- 
dren. And after sin had brought 
the wreck of the whole world, and 
God had swept away civilization 
in the flood, God repeated the 
same command to Noah in Genesis 
9:1: “And God blessed Noah and 
his sons, and said unto them, Be 
fruitful, and multiply, and replen- 
ish the earth.” I know that there 
are some homes that cannot have 
children. God does not always 
give the blessed privilege of 
motherhood and fatherhood to 
men and women in marriage. But 
in Bible times, barrenness was re- 
“garded as a calamity. If you hear 
the pleading prayer of Hannah, 
the long continued supplication of 
Sarah, the way Isaac interceded 
for his wife, Rebekah, the jealous 
competition between Leah and 
Rachel, the joy of the aged Zach- 
arias and Elisabeth when the angel 
promised the birth of John the 
Baptist, you know that according 
to Bible. standards, children are 
essential to the fullest happiness 
in the home. “As arrows are in 
the hand of a mighty man; so are 
children of the youth. Happy is 
the man that hath his quiver full 
of them” (Psa, 127:4, 5). 

Let modern women be more 
concerned, if they must, about 
their schoolgirl complexions, and 
their slender, lovely forms. The 
painting of the nails, rouge on 
the face, lipstick and permanent 
waves — these may be the highest 
themes of thought and ambition 
of many modern women. But let 
us be sure that these never did 
satisfy a heart nor make the home 
happy. It is said that while chil- 
dren are little they trample upon 
your toes, and when they are 
grown, they trample upon your 
heart. I suppose that is true for 
most people. Well, then, let us 
have them trampling on our toes, 
and if it must be, let us have them 
trampling upon our -hearts, but 
God delver us from an old age 
without children! Women had 
better learn to fear, as Bible wom- 
en did, barren lives, fruitless 
wombs and breasts that never 
gave suck. God help me that, 
after all the sorrows and toi] and 
grey hair the children may bring, 
I may yet rejoice to. hold my 
grandchildren in my arms and see 
my children grown and happy and 
prosperous in the blessing of God, 
serving their fellowman and giving 
their testimony for Christ! Chil- 
dren cost! Certainly they cost, 
from the heaviness of the mother 
and the pangs of childbirth, on 
down to the burdens of their adult- 
hood. But children, rightly raised, 
reared in the fear of God, Saved by 
His grace, trained and admonished 
in His Word — such children are 
worth all they cost and more! 

I know homes that are never 
happy. Wives spend money and 
time, depending upon form and 
skin and clothes and hair dressing 
and jewels, to hold the love of 
husbands, What they need is 
little mutual bodies they can love. 
and handle ang train, little minds 
that they can enlighten together. 
Homes would not be so easily 
broken if they had a real tie of 
flesh and blood. A man and wife 
whose blood has mingled in the 
veins of their offspring will hot 
So quickly separate. Those who 
have watched beside the same 
little sickbed, have prayed to- 
gether and had their prayers 
answered, as they listened so care- 
fully to the doctor’s verdict — 
surely they have something that 
will hold them together as they 
override many storms of a nagging 
tongue, neglect or abuse. I ad- 
vise every husband and wife who 
can do so to have children, par- 
ticularly if they are Christians 
and fit to rear children. 
| May I say that part of the grief 


said unto them, Be fruitful, and

and sin and violence and wicked 
ness that is coming upon this old 
world at the present time is to 
be blamed on the so-called ,Chris- 
tian homes. The homes of the 
poor, the unlettered, the shiftlegs, 
continue to multiply. In the homes 
of college graduates, well-bred, 


well-trained, cultivated people, 
children are scarce. If the men 
and women best fitted to be 


fathers and mothers have large 
families of children reared in the 
nurture and admonition of the 
Lord, our civilization would have 
salt enough to keep it from 
destruction that is threatening 
today; Only eternity can tell how 
preachers’ children have blesseg 
the world. Why should the man 
who develops only his muscles 
have more children than the man 
who develops his mind and char- 
acter? Some homes can be happy, 
if in the will of God He sees fit 
to withhold the blessings of chil- 
dren. But all who can have 
children, we believe, should do so, 
and that home reaches its highest 
and fullest joy only God intended, 
when there are father and mother 
and children together, to please 
God and give their best to Him. 

Discipline and Authority in 

the Home 

There can be no happiness with- 
out authority. The kingdom of 
Christ can never come on earth 
until His will is done here as it 
is in Heaven. Only when rebellion 
came in, was man cast outside the 
garden, a fallen soul. No home 
can be happy without authority. 

Here is the basis of all sin: 
rebellion against authority. The 
reason for all the crimes against 
society is this one thing, rebellion 
against authority. We spoke at 
a county jail the Sunday afternoon 
before this was written. Four 
hundred sixty-five men and women 
were there. Every one of them, 
however diverse.were there crim 
came there because they rebel 
against authority. Every man in 
the penitentiary goes there for that 
very reason, Every person in Hell 
goes there primarily because he 
rebels against the authority of 
Gog and refuses to obey His com- 
mands, refuses to trust God’s Son, 
refuses to surrender to His wil. 
We must remember that “The 
powers that be are ordained of 
God” (Rom. 13:1). God demands: 
obedience to law, obedience to 
authority. In the home that must 
be true if you are to have the 
blessing of God and peace, if home 
is to be a little bit of Heaven upon 
earth. Rebellion means crime ang 
sin, and these always bring unhap- 
piness. For this reason, God has 
provided ‘that the wife should be 
subject to her husband. He said te 
Eve, just outside the Garden of 
Eden, “Thy desire shall be to thy 
husband, and -he shall rule over 
thee.” And so in the New Testa- 
ment even, women are commandedg 
to be in subjection, and under

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@hedience to their own husbands 
. 5:22, 23; I Pet. 3:1, 6; 
2:5). 

How necessary, then, that the 
ehildren Gog gives a home should 
ibe under authority! God com- 
mended Abraham, and confided His 
plans to Abraham because, He 
said, “For I know him, that he 
will command his children and his 
household after him, and _ they 
@hall keep the way of the Lord, to 
do justice and judgment; that the 
Lord may bring upon Abraham 
hat which he hath spoken of him” 
i@Gen. 18:19). Eli, in the days of 

@ baby Samuel, was a devout 
and godiy man. Yet upon him and 
his whole posterity there came the 
eurse of God, “because his sons 
made themselves vile, and he re- 
strained them not” (I Sam. 3:13). 
God said that Eli, in not con- 
trolling his children, “honoureth 
thy sons above me” (I-Sam. 2:29). 

This duty of discipline in the 


home is one of the _ cardinal 
@octrines in the Bible. So strict 
was God's plan about it that 


father and mother were command- 
ed to see their son stoned.if he 
were rebellious and would. not 
hearken unto them (Deut. 21:18- 
21). Rebellion in the home is 
counted as one of the sins worthy 
of death, along with murder, rape, 
and kidnapping! 

You recall that “honour thy 
father and thy mother” is one of 
the Ten Commandments, which 
compose all the law of God. 
Fathers and mothers were com- 
manded to ‘“chasten” the son, and 
if he were still rebellious and 
would not heed and became a 
drunkard and a glutten, a rebel, 
he. was, under Mosaic law, to be 
counted an enemy of society and 
executed. 

So important is this matter of 
the discipline of children that in 
the New Testament it is plainly 
forbidden that a man should be 

op or pastor of a church, if he 
ehildren accuseg of riot or 
y (1 Tim. 3:1-5). Again, it 

Tequired of one who is to be 
@ pastor that he be one “having 
his children in subjection with all 
gravity; (For if a man know not 
how to rule his own house, how 
shall he take care of the church 
of God?)” (I Tim. 3:4, 5). 

Do you believe in whipping chil- 
dren? The Bible is as clear on 
that is it could possibly be. Turn 
with me to Proverbs 13:24: “He 
that spareth his rod hateth his 
gon: but he that loveth him 
chasteneth him betimes.” 

True parental love must demand 
discipline. The parent who does 
mot love his child enough to 
punish him for sin, encourages a 
@areer of wickedness that must 
oes unhappiness and perhaps 
ruin. Do not spare the rod, you who 
love your children. Chastisement 
goes with love, according to the 
Worg of God. Again we have the 
plain command in Proverbs 19:18: 
“Chasten thy son while there is 
hope, and let not thy soul spare 
for his crying.” 

I have known some parents who 
never cross their children except 
just enough to make them angry. 
My father had a way of whipping 
until we cried and then whipping 
gintil we quit crying! Brother, if 
you expect to be honored in your 
old age, and your children to rise 
and call you blessed, then, 
“Chasten thy son while there is 
hope.” One day, when he is out 
from under your thumb, and will 
mot listen to you, it may be too 
late, but while there is hope, 
chasten him! To hear some modern 
educators talk, one would suppose 
that to leave stripes upon the 
\body of a child were a terrible 
offense. But the Word of God 
gays, “The blueness of a wound 
cleanseth away evil: so do stripes 
@the inward parts of the belly” 
(@rov. 20:30). Stripes on the 
‘back, in time, save many a wound 
fa.the heart later for the child 
whom you love. 

Many people believe that every- 
thing depends upon chance; that 
mo one can know definitely how 
their children will turn out. Some- 
times people say to the preacher, 
“You may talk now, but you never 
know how it will be with your own 
children.” Well, at least I know 
that God has promised this, “Train 


go: and when he is old, he will not 
depart from it” (Prov. 22:6). 

As a pastor of a country church 
years ago, I preached on the sub- 
ject of a Christian home. One 
man, a member of the church, 
came to me with a good deal of 
indignation and said, “Pastor, you 
must go nome with me.” At has 
insistence I finally excused my- 
self from others with whom I 
had agreed to visit and went to 
his home, There he said to me, 
“Pastor, I do not believe what 
you preached this morning. It 
Simply isn’t so!” 

I answered back, “What is there 
I preached that isn’t so?” 

He said, “It is simply not true 
that if you train a boy right he 
will not leave the right way after 
he is grown. I know I did raise 
my boy right!”’ 

After a good deal of inquiry, 
he finally sadly admitted to me 
that his boy was in the Texas 
penitentiary at Huntsville. I said 
to him, “Now that you have made 
an issue of it and have denied 
the statement of God’s Word on 
this question, answer me this: 
Did you raise your boy right?” 

He insisted that he did, but I 
pressed the matter, “Did you ever 
have family worship in your 
home ?” 

“No,” he gaid. They had been 
busy people, working on the farm 
and never had time for such things 
like some city people did, he said. 

“Did you try to win your 
boy to Christ when he was small 
and you had influence over him?” 
I asked. 

“No,” he said, “I never did be- 
lieve in this business of begging 
little children into the church 
and overpersuading them.” 

I showed him what the Bible 
taught about it. “Suffer the lit- 
tle children to come unto me, and 
forbid them not, for of such is 
the kingdom of God” (Mark 10: 
14), I showed him the command 
in the Bible, “And thou _§ shalt 
teach them diligently unto thy 
children, and shalt talk of them 
when thou sittest in thine house, 
and when thou walkest by the way, 
and when thou liest down, and 
when thou risest up” (Deut. 6:7). 

Then I asked him, “Did you 
whip your boy and make him obey 
when he was at home?” 

He answered, “See here, preach- 
er; you cannot treat all children 
alike. My boy was a nervous, 
high-strung boy, and he couldn't 
be punished like others could, It 
would just make him worse in- 
stead of better.” 

And then I honestly and faith- 
fully told this father that he him- 
self had sinned and that his boy 
was in the penitentiary because 
he had not followed the plain com- 
mands of God’s Word about chas- 
tening his son and training him 
in the way he should go. 
is Whipping Children Cruel? 

Does it seem a cruel thing to 
whip a child? If you think so, 
then listen again to the Word of 
God: 


“Withhold not correction from 
the child: for if thou beatest him 
with the rod, he shall not die. 
Thou shalt beat him with the rod, 
and shalt deliver his soul from 
hell” (Prov. 23:13, 14). 

The doctor is not cruel who 
operates upon a sufferer to save 
his life.. There may be some pain 
in the operation but the end to be 
attained is worth it all. The par- 
ent is not cruel who insists on 
long hours of study for the child 
in getting an education. The bur- 
den may be heavy, :but the end 
attained is worth it. So the par- 
~ent is not cruel who whips his 
child, severely if need be, fre- 
quently if necessary, persistently 
and reverently and prayerfully 
but determinedly, until he gets 
obedience and that meek and 
quiet spirit of reverence and obed- 
ience to authority. Whip your 
children, readers, when they need 
it. They will not die; rather in 
old age they will rise up to call 
you blessed. “Thou shalt beat 
him with the rod, and shall de- 
liver his soul from hell,” 

Doubtless many are in Hetil now 
because their parents never taught 
them sin must be punished. They 
never did learn that “the wages 
of sin is death” (Rom. 6:23). They 
never did learn that “Be sure your 
sin will find you out” (Num. 32: 
23). They never did learn from 
their parents, “Be not deceived; 


es 


‘up a child in the way he should! God is not mocked: for whatso- 


- 
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ever a man soweth, that shall he 
also reap” (Gal. 6:7). They never 
did learn that turning to one’s 
own way brings heartache and 
suffering and trouble and 
demnation. Many, I say, are 
doubtless in Hell because they 
were not punished for sin as chil- 
dren. Parents, as you love God 
and believe His Word, as you love 
your children ‘and long for them 
to grow into good men and wo- 
men, with the favor and blessing 
of God, then demand obedience, 
demand careful, quiet, immediate 
answers to questions, demand 
obedient action when you speak, 
Yes, teach your child that rebel- 
lion is as the sin of witchcraft 
and idolatry (I Sam. 15:23). By 
so teaching him now, you may 
have tears and heartache. You 
may be misunderstood. You may 
often despair and think you are 
failing. But one day, thank God, 
you will tee the reward and will 
find that it pays to do what God 
has said. There is no way to 
have a happy home without disci- 
pline. 

Do you know why many a 
mother is brought to shame by 
her children? Proverbs 29:15 
tells us, “The rod and reproof give 
wisdom: but a child left to him- 


self bringeth his mother to 
shame.” Agzin Proverbs 29:17 
says, “Correct thy son, and he 


shall give thee rest; yea, he shall 
give delight unto thy soul.” Oh, 
the joy of well brought-up young 
people, quiet, reverent, obedient, 
respectful! Such children are 
easy to win to Christ. They find 
it easy to hold a job when they 
get one. They learn to study, 
learn to work, learn to avoid sin. 
God gives you some twenty years 
to make men and women out of 
your children, Be careful that 
you do not sin by avoiding pun- 
ishment. Chastening is in God’s 
plan of raising children! The 
home that does not have strict 
discipline is not a Bible kind of 
home. It will not have the peace 
of God long upon it. 


The Boy Who Killed His 
Mother Was Never Spanked 
A few years ago the following 
appeared in the daily papers: 
“DAD FORGIVES BOY 
WHO SLEW HIS MOTHER 


“CHICAGO, ILL., March 5 — 
(UP).—Theodore Danielsen, who 
thought he had been bringing up 
a@ musical genius, decided today 
to forgive his son for killing his 
mother, . 

“Danielsen interviewed his 16- 
year-old son, Theodore, Jr., in jail

last night. Teddy told him that 
he had killed his mother with a 
bread knife. Father and son wept 
together and the father listened 
to the boy’s story, his arms around 
him, his head bowed. 


“I’m still your friend,’ the 
father said, ‘Keep your chin up. 
You're all I have left.’ 

“To police, Danielsen said: 

““He has a very quick temper. 
We never spanked him.’ 

“Teddy played the piano well 
and his teachers called him an 
‘embryonic genius.’ Mrs. Daniel- 
sen, who also played the piano 
well, made him practice daily. 

“Teddy killed her Thursday. 
She was inaking a cherry pie in 
the kitchen. He came in. She 
had learned that he hadn't been 
to school for two weeks. She 
reprimanded him and he picked 
up the bread knife off the table 
and ran it into her throat. He 
took $5.00 and jewelry from his 
mother’s purse and fled. Police 
arested him yesterday. 

“Teddy told the police that he 
killed his mother because she 
slapped him and scratched his 


cheek and seemed about to slap 
him again.” 
“HE HAS A VERY QUICK 


TEMPER. WE NEVER SPANK- 
ED HIM!” That is the reason 
he had such a temper! The Dal- 
las Journal commented editorially 
about this case, that here is 
youth left free to express itself, 
without restraint. Dear friend, 
happiness does not come to the 
home that has no authority, no 
discipline, no restraint, no punish- 
ment of sin. If you want the 
peace of God to abide in your 
home, then, husband, father, take 
your place as the minister of God, 
the head of the home and see that 
righteousness prevails there. It 
will take prayer, tears, pleading, 
and sometimes chastising. It will 
take good example and earnest 
seeking after the right. But it is 
worth it, and there is no other 
way to have a home where God 
can abide in great blessing. 

The Bible is never out of date, 
and in this matter it is as infalli- 
bly correct as it is on the plan 
of salvation. The home which is 
“the dearest place on earth, the 
nearest place to Heaven,’ is a 
home where there is peace and 
order, with a reverence and re- 
spect for authority, which, in the 
last analysis, means a respect for 
God and a surrender to His will. 


Christ Must Be Put First.in 
the Home 


Homes that are like Heaven 


must put Christ first. He was 
first in the creation. He it was 
that met Adam and talked with 
him in the Garden of Eden. God 
has planned that in Him all 
things should consist and that in 
all things He should have the pre- 
eminence. God has committed all 
judgment to the Son. Jesus Him- 
self said, “All power is given 
unto me in heaven and in earth” 
(Matt. 28:18). So, then, if you 
would have a happy and blessed 
home, put Christ first. 


What part does the church have 
in your home? Is it counted an 
honor to pe a church member? 
When you move your residence, 
do you immediately put your 
membership in a church of God’s 
leading and choice, in the new 
community where you _ reside? 
And do you regularly attend the 
services whenever the doors are 
open? Are you in your place in 
Sunday School, in the morning and 
evening preaching services on 
Sunday, in the prayer meeting on 
Wednesday night? Do you take 
some active part, to fulfill your 
ministry, your stewardship of the 
gospel? If not, how could you 
expect God to make such a home 
happy? Children will not follow 
the precept of a father and mother 
whose example does not tell the 
same thing. It is a pitiful thing 
that it should ever be necessary 
to say about parents, like Jesus 
said about the scribes and Phari- 
sees, “‘Whatsoever they bid you 
observe, that observe and do; but 
do not ye after their works: for 
they say, and do not” (Matt. 23: 
3). Children will have no confi- 
dence in the hypocrite. They 
know whether you mean business 
for God. When they see you day 
by day putting business before the 
church, putting your pleasure be- 
fore God, putting money-making 
before soul winning, reading other 
literature before reading the Bi- 
ble, do you suppose they believe 
in the sincerity of your claims as 
a Christian? Do you suppose 
they are impressed by your de- 
votion to God? Do you suppose 
they see any reason for trusting 
Christ and loving Him and serv- 
ing Him? So, about many a par- 
ent it could honestly be said, 
“What you do talks so loud I 
cannot hear what you say!” Put 
Christ first in your home if you 
want the peace of God to dwell 
there. We have it plainly said in 
the Word of God, “I the Lord thy 
God am a jealous God, visiting the 
iniquity of the fathers upon the 
children unto the third and fourth 
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“toasts” that have followed each 
other in rapid succession or the 
clinking glasses and the cocktail 
parties. 

In fact, it seems that about the 
only common meeting ground has 
been that of drinking, reveling, 
dancing and celebrating. 

These international 
and conferences remind Bible 
readers of old _  Belteshazzar's 
feast when he, with a thousand 
of his lords and their wives and 
concubines, drank wine and prais- 
ed the gods of gold, silver, and 
stone and a hand wrote on the 
wall that he was weighed in the 
balances and found wanting.

Our post-war recovery is faced 
with mammoth problems both at 


home and abroad. These stag- 
gering problems are complicated 
and aggravated by this ever- 
mounting flood of liquor de- 


bauchery. 
We have the post-war produc- 


_— 


tion problem—how to get more 
homes built, more cars off the 
assembly lines, more coal out of 
the mines, and more manufac- 
ture goods on the markets and 
thereby combat infiaiion and sta- 
bilize our economy. Our present- 
day liquor traffic retards this re- 
covery. Dr. A. C. Ivy, vice presi- 
dent in charge of the professional 
schools at the University of Illi- 
nois, told a recent conference 
here in Chicago that there are 
over one million, 300 thousand 
drunks employed by industry in 
this country. He said they lose 
an average of twenty-two work- 
ing days a year per person be- 
cause of acute drunkenness. 

Dr. Anton J. Carlson of the 
University of Chicago here has 
estimated that drunkenness is 
costing American industry a bil- 
ion dollars a year, 

The nearly nine billion dollars 
per year spent for liquor by the 
American people would build a 
lot of homes, alleviate a lot of 
hunger and nakedness, pay a lot 
of bills, and the billion dollar lost 
to industry by one and a third 
million drunken workers would 
help to produce a lot of badly 
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generation of them that hate me’”’ 
(Exo. 20:5). You may _ expect 
your children to follow in your 
footsteps. You cannot expect them 
to love God and serve Him, to put 
Him first, unless you do the same. 


At our home as a boy (it is one 
of my happy memories!) we al- 
ways expected to go to church. 
My father, my step-mother, the 
whole family (too many to ride 
in one carriage!) went to church. 
We went when it was cold, we 
went when it was hot. We went 
when it rained, we went when it 
was dry. It was rare indeed that 
any were so sick they could not 
go, and if that were true, the 
rest of us went to.church, and 
just one stayed at home to take 
care of the sick, if necessary. We 
went to church and Sunday School 
on time. We went to prayer 
meeting. I thank God for the 
happy memories that proved to 
me the sincerity. of my father’s 
faith in God. 


Is Christ put first in your 
home? Do you have thanks at 
the table?. .Are- little children 


taught to bow their heads and to 
be grateful to God for daily bread? 
Remember the disciples who went 
down to Emmaus in their sadness 
and were cheered with the pres- 
ence of One they did not know. 
They recognized Him by the bless- 
ing of the bread! And your 
children car recognize Christ in 
you when they are accustomed to 
daily prayer,. gratitude, to. rever- 


ence in the home. Does your 
home have Christian mottoes, 
Scripture verses on the walls? 


Are the children accustomed to 
hearing mother and father pray? 
Are they taught to lift their lit- 
tle voices in thanks and in peti- 
tion? Are they accustomed to 
the Word of God as the fountain 
of blessing’ which father and 
mother have found it to be? I 
beg of you, put Christ in your 
home if you want happiness 
there! 


Once I was in the home of a 
good man who had just died. He 
was a Christian,. He said he was 
ready to go, and hissfamily be- 
lieved him. But they said to me, 
“O Brother Rice, but we never 
heard him pray! If we could only 
have heard him pray!” Home 
can only he a little bit of Heaven 
upon earth as Christ is recognized 
as the head of the home. 


I am certain that even poverty 
and the attendant evils ang sor- 
rows of it, are usually caused by 
our sins. The home where Christ 
is honored with the first-fruits 
of all the increase is usually a 
prosperous and happy home. 
Every home should expect the 
blessing of Malachi.3:10, “Bring 
ye all tithes into the storehouse, 
that there may be meat in mine 
house, and prove me now here- 
with, saith the Lord of hosts, if I 
will not open you the windows ef 
heaven, and pour you out a bless- 
ing, that there shall not be room 
enough to receive it.” Remem- 
ber that Jesus Himself promised, 
“Give, and it shall be given unto 


you; good measure, pressed down, 
and shaken together, and running 
over, shall men give into your 
bosom” (Luke 6:38). And where 
want, and poverty, and stark hun- 
ger is, it is likely true that those 
who have sowed sparingly have 
reaped sparingly. Where plenty 
is, even a modest plenty, with the 
blessing of God, it is often true 
that ‘he that sowed bountifully 
has reaped also bountifully’ (I 
Cor. 9:6). Every home can claim 
the promise of Jesus, “Seek ye 
first the kingdom of God, and his 
righteousness; and all these things 
shall be added unto you” (Matt. 
6:33). Daily food can come, like 
manna from Heaven, to those 
who trust Christ, put Him first 
and claim His promises, Let 
every home, then, make God 
first in money matters and ex- 
pect God’s blessing in money 
matters. 
Win Children to Christ 

Blessed is the father who as- 
sumes the responsibility for the 
salvation of his children. Such 
fathers havé come to me many 
times with great rejoicing to tell 
me when the last child has been 
converted, “Brother Rice, the last 
one is saved! We are all in the 
family of God and the circle will 
not be broken!” The home can- 
not be happy when a prodigal boy 
or a wayward girl breaks the 
heart of mother and father. The 
home cannot be happy where the 
children grow up and _ forget 
mother’s God and father’s God. 
The only sure hope for happiness 
through the years is that each 
child, as he comes to the years 
of accountability, be won to 
Christ, to love Him, to trust Him, 
to follow Him in baptism, to get 
in the church with God’s people, 
to obey the Lord and grow in 
grace. If you want the happiness 
in your home, win your children 
to Christ. 

I remember what I wrote ten 
years ago about my new baby. I 
said, : 

“Just a few months ago God 
gave us our baby, Sarah Joy. 
The other five children had all 
been converted. We had rejoiced 
more than once that now all of 
our little ones had found peace 
in Christ and we would be a 
united family in Heaven. And 
now, with the joy that comes with 
our five-months-old baby, - there 
comes also a heavy responsibility 
that we cannot shake off. I have 
just been thinking, oh, what if 
we should all get to Heaven but 
this little one, and she be left 
outside! I have gotten accus- 
tomed now, with some difficulty, 
to speaking of ‘my six little girls’ 
where I used to speak of ‘my five 
girls.’ Wouldn’t it be a sad and 
terrible tragedy if, when we get 
to Heaven, Mrs. Rice and I would 
have to speak again of ‘our five 
little girls’ and never mention the 
other, because we failed to win 
her to Christ? 1 thank God that 
He helped us with the other five, 
that they, each one, when they 
were five or six years old, were 
taught to trust in Christ, and

needed goods. 

We read and hear about the 
strikes, lockouts, knockouts, and 
the walkouts that hinder produc- 
tion and retard recovery, but what 
Pabout the twenty-two days lost 
each year by more than one and 
a third million workers? 

Another demoralizing post-war 
problem aggravated by the flow 
of repeal liquor is«that of broken 
homes and disrupted families. 
Our divorce rate has increased 
until we now have one divorce for 
every three marriages. In some 
cities and localities the divorces 
granted equal the marriages per- 
formed. Leading divorce court 
judges estimate liquor as a cqn- 
tributing factor in from forty to 
as high as ninety per cent of the 
divorce cases. 


Judge Lawrence Speckman of 
the Jefferson County, Kentucky 
court where Louisville is located, 
declared: “It’s always liquor, li- 
quor, liquor! Not one case in a 
hundred is filed with drunken- 
ness as tne grounds for divorce, 
but that is the real reason in 
ninety per cent of the cases filed.”’ 


The FBI has filed the finger- 
print records of nearly a hundred 
thousand women Since 1941. 
Drunkenness was listed for 80,- 
729; drunken driving listed for 
6.996 and 8,242 were listed for 
violating liquor laws. The first 
six months of 1947 showed 20.6 
per cent cf all female arrests to 
be for drunkenness. The daily 
papers published throughout the 
country that in 1932—the last 
year of prohibition—one out of 
every five persons arrested here 
in Chicago for drunkenness was a 
woman but in 1945 one out of 
every two arrested for drunken- 
ness was a woman. 


Jails, prisons and hospitals over 
the nation are filled with alco- 
holic women to the disgust and 
alarm of right thinking people. 
And one nation-wide chain of 
metropolitan dailies that waged a 
relentless crusade _against prohi- 
bition and for repeal is now wag- 
ing an equally spirited editorial 
crusade for something to be done 
about the femaie barflies who 
daily fill the cocktail lounges and 
beer bars of the nation. They 
have gone so far as to demand 
that if the women won't volun- 
tarily stay out of them and if 
the tavern owners and cocktail 
lounge proprietors won't keep 
them out, then legislation ought 
to be enacted for that purpose. 


Liquor and Juvenile 
Delinquency 

One of the most baffling prob- 
lems with which the nation is 
confronted in this post-war recov- 
ery period is that of juvenile de- 
linguency. The seventeen, eigh- 
teen and nineteen-year-old brack- 
ets lead in the records of arrests. 
They predominate in this. post- 
war crime parade we hear so 
much about. In the repeal cam- 
paign fourteen years ago the ad- 
vocates of repeal talked about 
how the youth had its respect for 
law undermined by prohibition. 
They talked about the hip-pocket 
flask and the bathtub gin parties. 

From Colorado Springs, Colo- 
rado, on December 19, a month 
ago, the United Press flashed to 
the nation the sordid story of 
fourteen teen-age youngsters who 
held a beer party in a church, 
disfiguring the furniture, profan- 
ing the altar, melting the can- 
dies, and strewing the church 
with cigarette butts and beer bot- 
tles. 

From Boise, Idaho, on January 
10, this year, a similar story was 
carried to the nation by the As- 
sociated Press. In my home town 
paper of San Antonio, Texas, the 
article was headed, ‘Thirteen 
Dazy Days; Fifteen Dizzy Devils.” 
It told about thirty-eight juvenile 
youngsters, both boys and girls, 
who engaged in a_ thirteen-day 
wild party of drinking and im- 
morality that did $1,200 worth of 
damage to a home whose owner 
and family were away in Califor- 
nia for the holidays. They ripped 
out the plumbing, burned out the 
electric wiring, wrecked stoves 
and strewed the place with emp- 
ty, whisky bottles. A _ thirteen- 
day immoral, wicked, drunken 
debauch, engaged in by _  thirty- 
eight teen-age youngsters!

Where is the 
fellow who says legalizing, the 
sales of beverage alcohol protects 
the youth of this country from 
drunken, wicked, immoral § de- 
bauches ? 

Don't forget another thing. Pro- 
hibition has been repealed four- 
teen years, Most of these young- 
sters were babies in their moth- 
er’s arms when prohibition went 
out, so you can’t blame their 
devilry on prohibition.

Liquor and Compulsory Mili- 
tary Training 

Just here 1 want to say some- 
thing about the relation of this 
liquor question to the issue of 
compulsory military training. 
The President has _ repeatedly 
called for peace-time conscription 
of our eighteen-year-old boys. The 
Army has likewise campaigned 
and propagandized for it. The 
American Legion is advocating 
it. 

When this question first came 
up, the President appointed an 
Advisory Commission to make a 
Study of the matter and report 
back their findings. and recom- 
mendations, They reported favor- 
ably on Universal Military Train- 
ing. 

They recommended, in case of 
its adoption, that the opportunities 
for the purchase of any alcoholic 
beverages, including beer, be 
limited by: 

1. “Prohibiting the sale thereof 
to them on any military, naval, or 
other camp reservation, or in any 
post exchange, ship’s store, or 
canteen; , 

2. “Declaring ‘off-limits’ to 
trainees all taverns, taprooms, 
and similar facilities whose prin- 
cipal business is selling alcoholic. 
beverages:” and, 

3. “Making it a federal crime 
knowingly to sell such beverages 
to any person in training.” 

The reason for that provision is 
because the Christian fathers and 
mothers of this nation have not 
forgotten how the brewers gloated 
with glee when such steps were 
not taken in the war draft and 
published: “Here is a chance for 
the- brewers to cultivate a taste 
for beer in millions of young 
men.” We don’t want to pay two 
billion dollars annually and pro- 
vide eighteen-year old boys as 
subjects, to conduct a brewery 
educational campaign to teach the 
young men of this nation to drink 
beer. 

We have not forgotten how 
the Army. built breweries in 
Algiers, in Italy and in western 
Europe, and how it shipped beer 
to beachheads and  battlefronts 
around the world. 

We haven't forgotten the arro- 
gant beast. of Admiral “Bull” 
Halsey .in. the Saturday Evening 
Post that he, took the law into 
his own hands.ang made it a 
standard practice to issue bourbon 
to his pilots and that as a general 
rule he. didn’t trust a fighting 
man who didn’t smoke or drink. 

We don’t agree with that 
philosophy. 

We remember Richara Pearson 
Hobson, the Navy hero who sank 
the Merrimac in Santiago Harbor 
and largely gave us the victory 
in the Spanish-American -war; 
who was at one time president of 
the Anti-Saloon League of Amer- 
ica and helped write National Pro- 
hibition under the Eighteenth 
Amendment. 

We know too well the story of 
Sergeant Alvin York of Tennessee 
who captureg singlehanded and 


alone a whole machine gun nest 


of “Huns” in. the First World War 
and was acclaimed as Hero Num- 
ber One of that war. He is a 
dry and has spoken all over this 
nation for prohibition. 

We remember too well that 


awful, bloody carnage at Christ- 
mas time in 1944 when old Field 
Marshall Karl Von Rundsted 
launched a counter drive that 
created the tragic loss of some 
sixty thousand American lives in 
the Battle of the Bulge. 

We remember also that the 
newspapers of this country carried 
the news on December 21, 1944, 
that the Army newspaper, STARS 
AND STRIPES, published in 
Paris, had come out with an 
editorial ang blamed that tragedy 
on beer-tight G. I. Joes who had 
talked too much, 

All too well do we remember 
tragedy after tragedy that hap- 
pened to soldiers while under the 
influence of beer which they had 
been taught and encouraged to 
drink while in the armed forces 
of this nation. We call upon our 
representatives in Congress to 
include that wise provision of the 
Advisory Commission's recom- 
mendation in any UMT law they 
may pass. 


Liquor and the Marshall Plan 

Now a-word about liquor and 
the Marshall Plan. The American 
people are being told that in order 
to save the peace, preserve the 
world, and block the sweep of 
communism, we must forego tax 
reduction, we must kill our hogs, 
cattle, sheep, goats and other 
meat animals leaner and we must 
ship a hundred million bushels of 
food grains to Europe. We must 
launch a world WPA, play Santa 
Claus and dole out billions of 
dollars to some seventeen nations, 
including England, Holland, Den- 
mark, Greece. Many of these 
same countries that are now ask- 
ing us for 100 million bushels of 
grain to save their starving popu- 
lations, waste large amounts of 
their own grain making beer and 
distilled spirits. The report is 
common in the press of the nation 
that eleven of these nations use 
some 70 million bushels annually. 


News reports in the press of 
this country informed us that 
during this past July alone the 
British people drank 1,750,163,480 
half-pints of beer. That informa- 
tion Was carried in the EVENING 
WORLD HERALD of Omaha, 
Nebraska, October 7, 1947, under 
the heading “Navy Could Float 
on British Beer.” 

1,750,163,480 half-pints of beer 
is a lot of the foaming suds, 

An International News Service 
item from London appeared in the 
press of this country on October 
12, 1947, stating that the Food 
Ministry of England had allocated 
75,000 tons of barley to distillers 
from the 1947 crop, in addition to 
the 100,000 tons already allocated 
from the 1940 crop. The British 
were reopening closed distilleries 
and hiking their production to 
supply 30 million proof gallons of 
liquor by the end of June, 1948. 

This International News report 
was in keeping with a report sent 
out of Washington on October 10, 
stating that America in 1946 
bought 4,373,000 gallons of British 
liquor and that in 1947 it would 
run to about 5,760,000 gallons. 

So, my friends, while you and 
I and other tax-paying American 
citizens are digging down in our 
pockets to supply the billions of 
dollars under the Marshall Plan 
and while we are raking and 
scraping and saving and eating 
less meat and killing our hogs, 
cattle, sheep, goats and other live 
stock in leaner condition in order 
to save 100,000,000 bushels. of 
grain to feed the starving millions 
of Europe; Britain re-opens her 
old defunct distilleries, allocates 
75,000 tons more grain from her 
1947 crop, to furnish a total] of 
175,000 tons of grain into her 
distilleries so she can ship 5,760,- 
000 gallons of Scotch to America 
and all the while her folks at home 
drink enough beer to float the 
navy. 

Now I don’t know what you 
have to say. But you are listen- 
ing to one American citizen who 
just somehow cannot work up 
too much enthusiasm for. the 
Marshall Plan if Britons and 
people of the other nations includ- 
ed in it are going to waste their 
substances in such riotous living. 

And the situation is as bad or 
worse here at home. In the year 
ending June 30, 1947, the brewers

and distillers here _ in 
used in making beer 
distilled liquors: 
85,537,152 bushels of malt; 
52,307,415 bushels of corn; 
6,869,442 bushels of potatoes; 
4,229,114 bushels of rye; 
2,792,785 bushels of rice; 
287,029. bushels of barley; 
60,552 bushels of wheat. 


That give us a total of 152,- 
083,489 bushels of malt, corn, 
potatoes, rye, rice, barley and 
other food and feed grains used 
by the brewers anq distillers last 
year. That is about three and a 
half million tons. That would 
have fed a lot of cattle, hogs, 
sheep, goats, chickens, turkeys, 
and produced a lot of meat. And 
I am just as much in favor of 
saving the feed and food materials 
wasted by the brewers as I am 
that wasted by the distillers. 
Moreover, it is not a mere matter 
of saving corn, rice and wheat. It 
is a matter of saving any and all 
grains that will feed livestock and 
produce meat. 

During the ill-fateq Luckman 
food conservation drive, with its 
meatiess Tuesdays and its poultry- 
less Thursdays, the breweries 
agreed not to use wheat, table 
rice and but one-fourth the 
normal amount of corn. That was 
a joke and a farce, so far as food 
conservation was concerned. They 
just increased the amount of 
other grains and kept the flow 
of beer as high as ever. 

The distilleries likewise shut 
down for sixty days before Christ- 
mas and were legally limiteqd by 
governmental action to the waste 
of only 2,500,000 bushels of grain 
in January. 

But those controls and limita- 
tions are all gone now, and the 
beer, wine and whisky industry 
is foot-loose and fancy-free to 
waste all the grains they can 
buy and rot up. 

No intelligent person can be 
in doubt as to what policy they 
wil] follow. During the war, 
when we needed every worker, 
every gallon of gasoline, every 


rubber tire, and every foot of 
freight space possible for the 
prosecution of the war, we saw 


the wineries and breweries oper- 
ating full blast day and night. We 
saw the distillers take holidays 
for whisky production when dur- 
ing thirty days they would step 
up their production, regardless of 
war needs. 

We saw the brewers and distil- 
lers both during: last October, 
when they knew _ restrictions 
would be imposed in November, 
step-up their production by nearly 
one third. A newer report yester- 
day says the distillers will use 
6,200,000 bushels this month, 

So now that all governmental 
restrictions have passed out of 
existence, the distillery industry 
is steaming ffull blast § ahead, 
wasting grain needed to feed a 
starving world. 

I speak the sentiments of 
millions of American citizens 
when I say that Congress ought 
to adopt emergency legislation 
and close every brewery and every 
distillery until the food crisis is 
past, and the Marshall Plan 
legislation ought to carry a pro- 
vision that no nation would re- 
ceive aid from America unless 
that nation closes its own brewer- 
ies and distilleries and soberly 
sets itself to prombBte its own 
recovery. 

It is silly to close our breweries 
ang distilleries while we permit 
the nations that are sponging and 
begging off of us to run their own 
distilleries and breweries and 
waste grain needed by their starv- 
ing people. 

It is twice as silly to gouge the 
dry, sober, non-drinking people of 
this nation, bled.them white with 
high. taxes, call upon them to 
kill off their hogs, cattle, lambs, 
and other meat animals lean in 
order to save grain, when both 
the American and the European 
breweries and distilleries run full 
blast, wasting multiplied millions 
of vital, valuable grain that could 
be used for foog and feed pur- 
poses. 

When it is a choice between 
bread baskets and beer bottles, 
sincere, humanity-loving people 
should choose the bread baskets. 

I know what a lot of you are 
saying and thinking. Probably 
you will try to phone me here at 
the station or write me and talk 
about bootleggers and gangsters 


| and kidnappers and lawlessness of 


prohibition days. 
Forget it! 


America today is experiencing 
the greatest crime wave of her 
history. Seventeen-year-old kids 
who were only three years old 
when prohibition was repealed are 
leading that crime parade across 
the nation, costing this country 15 
billions annually. Killings and 
gangsterism are rampant. We 
have had a lot of them right here 
in Chicago in recent months. Just 
the other day up near Duluth, 
Minnesota, when a town board, on 
whose membership was the only 
beer tavern operator, refused to 
grant a beer permit to a com- 
petitor, he killed three of the 
town board, wounded another and 
killed himself. 


That was not prohibition. They 
do not have it in that town. That 
Was just rank murder and killing 
over who should run the legal 
taverns in the town. 


Bootleggers Still Here in Wet 
States 

Advocates of legalizeq liquor 
Say it does away with bootleggers. 
They refuse to face the facts. The 
records are against them. Pro- 
hibition has been repealed four- 
teen years, and in 1945, with some 
400,000 legal liquor outlets oper- 
ating full blast, the Federal 
Alcohol Tax Unit Agents broke up 
1,645 moonshine stills and caught 
1,666 bootleggers in the wet state 
of Georgia. They broke up 1,385 
moonshine stills and caught 1,450 
bootleggers in the wet state of 
North Carolina. They broke up 
1,158 moonshine stills and caught 
550 bootleggers in South Carolina. 
(That state does not permit local 
option and does not have a foot 
of prohibition territory in it.) 
They broke up 847 moonshine 
stills and caught 1,255 bootleg- 


gers in wet Alabama. They broke 
up 492 moonshine stills and 
caught 650 bootleggers in wet 
Virginia. They broke up 485 


moonshine stills and caught 685 
bootleggers in wet Florida. And 
in Kentucky, with seventy-three 
legal distilleries and six breweries 
running full blast day and night, 
they broke up 302. moonshine 
stills and caught 522 bootleggers. 

The traffic is as lawless as 
ever. You had as well talk about 
regulating thunder or lightning 
by law. You had as well talk 
about regulating rattlesnakes or 
hornets by law. Regulation does 
not regulate, and control does not 
control where the liquor traffic is 
involved. So don’t talk to me 
about regulating and controlling 
the liquor business. 

When an opossum gets in my 
hen house and starts stealing 
eggs or killing my chickens, I 
waste no time trying to deodorize 
him, fumigate him, clean him up 


or make him respectable. I kill 
him and save the eggs and 
chickens. 


When a mad dog gets loose in 
my community, I waste no time 
trying to regulate or control him. 
I shoot him. 


I am the same way about this 
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beverage liquor traffic. I am 
not interested in regulating it, 
controlling it, or fumigating ist 
I am for exterminating it, 


That is why I am for prohibi- 
tion—-war-time prohibition of 
peace-time prohibition, local option 
prohibition, state-wide prohibition 
and nation-wide prohibition. You 
can never exterminate the liquor 
traffic with the government 
licensing it and the newspapers, 
magazines and other media ad- 
vertising and glamorizing it.

i. The Sermon Paul Preached 

1. it was, first of all, A TRUM- 
PET CALL TO REPENTANCE. 

“God now commandeth all men 
everywhere to repent.” Repent- 
ance means turning from sin, right 
about face, and turning to God. 
The things we once loved, we now 
hate, and the things we once hated, 
we now love. 


Repentance is mentioned over 
sixty times in the Bible. God com- 
mands it, urges it, entreats for it, 
pleads for it, ang drives home the 
need of it time and again to the 
hearts of sinful men. 

John the Baptist preached it. 
“Repent ye, for the kingdom of 
heaven is at hand” (Matt. 3:2). 
And when they had silenced the 
lips of John, Jesus took up the 
trumpet of repentance which John 
had laid down and came _ into 
Galilee crying, “Repent ye and 
believe the gospel” (Mark 1:15). 
And when for a time they silenced 
the lips that spake as never man 
spake Peter in turn took up that 
trumpet and on the day of Pente- 
cost, when asked by the convicted 
multitudes, “What shall we do?” 
Peter said, “Repent... every one 
of you” (Acts 2:38). And later 
om when the glorified Christ ap- 
peared to Saul on the Damascus 
read and commissioned him to go 
to the Gentile world, he was to 
tell them “that they should repent, 
and turn to God, and do works 
meet for repentance” (Acts 26:20). 

Mind you, it may not be a 
pleasant message to preach; it is 
far easier to congratulate than to 
expostulate; easier to compliment 
than to warn. But it is necessary; 
without it no man shall see the 
kingdom of God, and Jesus Him- 
self said, “Except ye repent, ye 
shall all likewise perish” (Luke 
13:5, 5) 

2. Then, too, the sermon was A 
WARNING OF COMING JUDG- 
MENT, 

“Because he hath appointed a 
day, in the which he will judge the 
world in righteousness by that 
man whom he hath ordained,” 
gays our text. Mark well the 
reason why Paul called on them 
to repent. Oh, what a lesson for 
those of us who are preachers! 
Why should men repent? Because 
there is a judgment for those who 
do not repent. Paul knew alli the 
g@ther arguments in favor of the 
wisdom of repentance. He knew 
that the Christian would find a 
joy, a satisfaction, and a peace not 
found in the world. But he passes 
over all these other minor con- 
siderations to this one cardinal 
reason why men should repent 
there was a God to meet on the 
day of judgment. 

Is that our plea as preachers 
today? Are not the thunders of 
coming judgment strangely SBilent 
in the modern pulpit? Oh, how 
the placid utterances of some 
modern pulpiteers stand  con- 
demned by the rugged speech and 
honest warnings of this mighty 
apostle! His plain, practical 
preaching on judgment is needed 
today. 

And surely we can see the con- 
nection between present repent- 
ance and future judgment. “It is 
appointed unto men once to die.” 
Is that all? To die, and that’s 
the end of it? If that is so, then 
fet’s eat, drink, and be merry; let 
ws overleap the barriers of Self- 
restraint, for tomorrow we die 
and that is all. But is it? 


For after the day there's a 
price to pay 
By the sleeper under the sod. 
And He whom they mocked 
for many a day, 


has to say, 
“Vengeance is mine, I will 
repay,” 
Oh, what will they say to 
God? 


It was the thought of that 
Judgment and the love of Christ 
who died to save me from it, that 
led me to the feet of a pardoning 
God. So has it been with many 
others, and so, please God, may it 
be with many more, perhaps some- 


one who shall read this message. 

God help us as preachers to re- 
member the judgment. God help us 
to preach it! God save us from 
trimming our sails to catch a 
passing breeze of popularity. We 
are not to preach it as if we en- 
joyed preaching it. We preach it 
as Jesus, and Peter, and Paul 
preached it — with love in our 
heart, with tears in our eyes, with 
a sob in our throat, as we earnest- 
ly cry, “Turn ye, turn ye, for why 
will ye die?” Remember, my 
friend, there is a judgment. 


3. But further, the sermon was 
A DECLARATION OF THE RES- 
URRETION. 

“Whereof he hath given assur- 
ance unto all men, in that he hath 
raised him from the dead,” Paul 
Said to the Athenians. The resur- 
rection of Christ is the greatest 
demonstration of the power of 
God this world has ever seen, and 
here Paul tells us it is God's guar- 
antee to men of the certainty of 
judgment. And who can fail to 
see the connection? If God has 
appointed Jesus Christ as_ the 
judge of men, and He has, and if 
Jesus Christ is dead, then how 
could there be a judgment? You 
cannot hold court if the judge is 
dead! If all that is left of Jesus 
of Nazareth is a handful of dust 
in a Syrian grave, you need not 
fear a day of judgment. And in- 
deed there are those who claim 
just that. Says the infidel poet; 


Far hense He lies, 
In a lorn Syrian town: 
And on His grave with shining 
eyes, 
The Syrian stars look down. 


Do they? No, my friend; the 
wish here is father to the thought. 


as the judge of mankind is alive, 
and you and I will meet Him either 
as Saviour or as Judge. It is per- 
haps one of the best attested facts 
of history that Jesus Christ rose 
from the dead. 

In the light of this, one of the 
greatest ironies of life is to see 
unsaved people celebrating Easter 
Sunday and wearing holiday at- 
tire because Jesus rose from the 
grave! My friend, if you live and 
die unsaved, then the resurrection 
of Christ is the most terrible news 
you ever heard and the most 
ominous fact of your existence. It 
means that after death you will 
meet the divine Person your sin 
and unbelief helped to crucify. 
Easter means for the unsaved the 
certainty of eternal judgment. 
Easter finery, and Easter lilies? 
You shoulqd more fittingly wear 
black that day to remind you of | 
the eternal doom of your soul, | 
when the judge shall say to you, 
“Depart from me ye cursed, into 
everlasting fire” (Matt. 25:41). 
My friend, to deny the fact of 
judgment you must prove that the 
Son of God who has saved and 
inspired millions is a dead man; 
and that Easter is a farce and a 
fiction. 


II. The Results of the Sermon 

Look finally at the results. of 
the sermon. They were three-fold. 
The response divided the hearers 
into three classes and these three 
classes are to be found in our 
audiences today. 

1. First of all, THE SCOFFERS. 
“And when they heard of the 
resurrection of the dead, some 
mocked.” The Greeks believed in 
life after death. Both Plato and 
Socrates taught, and the Greeks, 
generally speaking, believed, that 
the soul lived after death, but 
they never dreamed that the body 
would one day rise up and rejoin 
it. That to them was gross mater- 
ialism, and because it conflicted 
with the idealistic philosophy of 
the day they refused to believe it 
and scoffed at the resurrection. 
“Some mocked.” 

The race of scoffers has not 
died out. Like the poor, they are 
always with us. They refuse to 
believe what they by their own 
mental processes cannot under- 
stand. Unwilling to accept divine 
revelation, they reject the truth of 
God for the vain philosophies of 
men. As able a man as Albert 
Einstein denies the after-life of the 
soul and scoffs at the resurrection 


of the body. And why? Because 


The man whom God has ordained | 


God reveals truth only to thoge 
who are humble enough in heart to 
believe it. “The natural man re- 
ceiveth not the things of the Spirit 
of Ged; for they are foolishness 
unto him: neither can he know 
them, because they are spiritually 
discerned” (1 Cor. 2:14). 

Spare a tear for those Athenian 
scoffers ang for all such scoffers 
today. How they will curse them- 
selves in eternity for their blind- 
ness and their intellectual pride! 
To think that God in divine mercy 
offered them a place in His king- 
dom and His family, offered them 
the key to the treasures of infinite 
wisdom: but instead of entering 
that door, they wrote upon it, 
“Foolishness,” and went on their 
way calling God’s light darkness, 
and their own darkness light. Pity 
them, I say, because, while know- 
ing so much, they yet knew so 
little ,and lived ang died without 
having learned the meaning of 
their human existence. 


2. The second group were THE 
PROCRASTINATORS. 

“And others said, We will hear 
thee again of this matter.” The 
sin of scoffing slays its thousands; | 
the sin of procrastination its tens | 
of thousands. Oh, the peril of, 
“Some other time’: Oh, the folly 
of, ‘Time enough yet.” How often 
we meet it! People who lack the, 
moral courage to make up their 
minds on the greatest issue in life; 
people who are not intellectually 
honest enough to face squarely the 
fact of Jesus Christ; people who 
know what they should do regard- 
ing salvation, but love their sin 
too much to forsake it, yet deceive 
themselves’ into thinking they will 
be saved at some other time. 
Speak to them about their soul's 
salvation; urge upon them the 
need of an immediate decision; tell 
them they are walking upon the 
narrow borderland of a _ lost 
eternity; that there is but one step 
between them and death: and they 
will believe it; they will give as- 
sent to every word you say; but, 
“Not today, Preacher. Some other 
time but not now we will hear 
thee again. When there is 4 con- 
venient season we will call for 
thee.” Listen, my. friend, it will 
never come! 

When Felix and Drusilla sent 
for Paul to hear him concerning 
the faith, Paul so reasoned of 
righteousness, temperance, and 
judgment to come that Felix 
trembled. How near he was that 
day te the kingdom! Another 
step and he was’ inside. I think 
the angels of God must have held 
their breath while he made his 
decision. At last the choice was 
made; the die was cast: “Go thy 
way for this time; when I have a 
convenient season I will call for 


thee” (Acts 24:25). But alas! for 
Felix, he never called, because 
that convenient season never 
came, 


Let me speak to the young peo-| 
ple who inay read this message: 
this is God’s time for you to be 
saved. Some statistics tell. us 
that the most frequent age for 
conversion is fifteen or sixteen 
for boys, and two years younger 
for girls. After that chances be- 
gin to decline until twenty-two is) 
reached, and after that the 
chance of being saved is very 
small, for over ninety per cent of 
members of evangelical churches 
on this continent were united with 
the church on profession of faith 
before they were twenty-three. 
You see, dear young people, it is 
possible to keep saying no to 
God until you lose every desire | 
to say yes. Don't think, you who 
are deferring this matter of sal- 
vation,- that you can shut out 
of your life now the things of 
God, of Christ, of righteousness, 
of Heaven, and then crowd them 
into the last few days or hours of 
your existence. I tell you, eter- 
nal matters will demand a little 
longer attention. Therefore

3. That leads me to a third and 
final class of hearers—-THE BE- 
LIEVERS. . 


“Howbeit certain men 
unto him, and believed.” 

Every cloud has a silver lining, 
and here is the sun _ shining 
through the clouds in this narra- 
tive: “certain men... believed.” 
Where some had mocked and oth- 
er had gone away deferring this 
matter, a little group remained 
behind to confer with the preach- 
er, and when it was all over they 
were numbered by God among 
those who believed. 

I like the way it happened in 
Athens: “certain men believed.” 
It does not say that at the close 
of the sermon there was a sud- 
den peal of thunder, an angel 
voice from Heaven saying amen to 
the sermon, an earthquake that

brought the congregation down, 


upon their knees, No, there were 
none of these things. ‘They heard 
the word delivered in the mighty 
power of the Spirit; that same 
Spirit did His convicting work in 
the hearts of those who heard; 
and as a result a little group 
waited behind and believed. 

You will say, “Brother Linton, | 
wouldn’t it have been thrilling to 
have read of an earthquake? 
Wouldn’t it have made _ great 
reading if God had thundered an 
amen from the sky? No doubt it 
would, but I am glad He didn't. 
For if He had, then congrega- 
tions today would be waiting for 
some supernatural happening to 
take place, some outward mani- 
festation from God before they 
would believe, and if it did not 
come they would think they could 
not be saved. 

And there are actually some 
people waiting for that very 
thing. A man said to me once 
when I asked him why he had not 
come to Christ, “It isn’t my time. 
I believe there is a time that 
comes to every man to be saved. 
If God is going to save mé, He 
will let me know that this 
is the time. He will do something 
to show me my hour has come to 
be saved.” So this man was neg- 
lecting salvation, and waiting for 
God to give him some upsurge 
of emotion, some physical injec- 
tion of desire and feeling that 
would sweep him, almost irresist- 
ibly, into the kingdom of God. 

My friend, your salvation does 
not lie in your handkerchief; it 
lies in your will. God does not 
say, “Whosoever weepeth,” but 
“Whosoever will.” I like to see 
people’s emotions stirred on the 
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question of sin and salvation, of 
Heaven and Hell. But it is nof 
emotion or feeling that saves 
you. It is believing. “Certain 
men believed.” You can believe 
without feeling. You can be sav- 
ed without e¢arthquakes. You 
can take Christ into your. life 
forever, right now, where you sit 
reading this message. 

How little did Dionysius, how 
little did that woman named Da- 
maris know that their names were 
to be written in this book of God, 
the Bible, because they believed.

prayed that you would not. Will 
you have it written now, this very 
moment, that you believed? Never 
will you regret it. Always you 
will thank God for the day you 
turned to him. 


Let me, I earnestly entreat 
you, repeat that question. What 
decision do you wish God to re- 
cord of you this hour? I have a 
large audience as I- preach this 
sermon through the medium of 
paper and ink to the readers of 
The Sword of the Lord. Many 
thousands will see it with their 
eyes, even if they cannot hear it 
with the hearing of the ear. May 
God help me, then, to speak plain- 
ly. God help me to plead effec- 
tively. May the blessed Spirit of 
God, to whom I look for power, 
move on the will of some Diony- 
sius, some Damaris among my 
readers, in order that they may 
believe.

Great Preaching! 
By the Editor 


The front page sermon by Evan- 
gelist John Linton, of Wheaton, 
Iilinois, is great preaching. There 
are several outstanding charac- 
teristics of the message, to which 
I call the reader’s attention. 


1. It is a Bible sermon, It 
starts with a Bible passage. Note 
that each division of the sermon 
is based directly on a statement 
of Scripture.

5. Here is preaching that has 
solemn warning. Weak-kneed
